Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2 and 7 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: Prior art stretching devices are old and well known. Ecks (U.S.

angle of arc. Gin fails to teach or make obvious a motor, a shaft, and a pair of pulleys 
respectively attached to opposing ends of a flexible sheet via a pair of cables. 
3. Linares (U.S. 6,569,069) 
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stretching device including a motor actuating a pulley and cable which may be used to 
change the arc of an approximately horizontal. Linares fails to teach a pair of pulleys 
respectively attached to opposing ends of a flexible sheet via a pair of cables. 




4. McMillen (U.S. 6,676,214) teaches an example 

of a lumbar support including a back engaging member, a motor, a pulley operatively 
connected to the motor, and a cable having one end attached to the pulley, and a 
second end attached an end of the flexible sheet in order to change the arc of the 
support. McMillen fails to teach a second pulley having a second cable connected to 
the second end. 
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5. The prior art of record fails to teach the device as pictured 




including a horizontal surface, a 



flexible sheet engaging the horizontal surface, a motor, a shaft, a pair of pulleys 
connected to the shaft, cables having a first end engaging each of the pulleys, and 
second ends engaging each end of the flexible sheet respectively in order to allow a 
user to actuate the device causing a uniform increase in the arc of the stretching device.
